2. Claims 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wolf et al. 
(6,457,681), filed by the applicant in the IDS submitted on 07/15/2004. See the specification of 
Wolf with regard to the operation of the smoke unit. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wolf. Wolf 
may not show all of the elements of these dependent claims. On the other hand it would have 
been obvious to provide the device of Wolf with the missing features for the purpose of 
improving its performance, and especially since these features appear to be conentional. 

5. The corrected Terminal Disclaimer filed in the last Response has been accepted. 

6. Applicant's submission of an information disclosure statement under 37 CFR 1.97(c) with 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(p) on 07/15/2004 prompted the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
